For your Information, the following quoted 


teletypes require attention by all personnel of this 
office and were received from the Bureau on this date» 

"you are reminded that all leads in this 
case must be covered within 24 hours, and all 
leads must be set forth by telephone or teletype. 
All border offices covering entry into Mexico ; 
and Canada and exit therefrom should insure that 
appropriate stops are maintained re- subject and, 
all names known to be used by him at respective 
offices of U. S. Immigration and Border Patrol. 

You should also insure that previous stops 
placed with any facility should include all names 
used by the subject. 

"Distribute sufficient quantities of wanted 
flyers and IO f s to Narcotic Investigative Agencies 
in order that their informants may be contacted. 
You should contact all criminal informants and 
appropriate racial and security informants. 

Legats Ottawa and Mexico City being advised 
separately."
